You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  a|t  the  New  Fire  Station 
in  said  Allenstown  on  Tuesday,  the  eighth  day  of  March 
next,  at  nine  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the 
following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessar\-  Town  Officers  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  ap- 
propriations of  the  same. 

3.  To  hear  and  act  upon  the  report  of  the  town  budget 
committee. 

4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  selectmen  to 
borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  give  a  three  per 
cent  discount  on  all  taxes  paid  on  or  before  July  1. 

(By  petition) 

6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  extend  the  sewer 
from  the  corner  of  Cross  and  High  streets  to  the  residence 
of  Paul  Girard  and  raise  and  appropriate  money  therefor. 

7.  (By  petition)  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  in- 
struct and  authorize  the  board  of  selectmen  to  make  such 
arrangements  at  once  as  are  compulsory  by  the  U.  S.  Post 


Office  Department  to  establish  a  village  mail  delivery  to 
then  make  formal  request  on  said  department  for  this  de- 
livery, and  to  give  special  attention  at  all  times  to  any 
matter  concerning  this  service  to  insure  its  establishment 
and  continuance. 

8.  (By  petition)  To  see  if  the  tov^n  will  vote  for  a 
fire  truck  equipped  with  a  pumper. 

9.  (By  petition)  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  the 
private  way  from  the  property  of  Mrs.  Joseph  Lacasse  to 
School  street,  near  the  public  school,  known  as  the  Private 
way. 

10.  (By  petition)  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  necessary  sum  of  money  to  oil  the  sur- 
face of  Bartlett  street,  beginning  at  the  new  road  and  as 
far  as  the  residence  now  occupied  by  Eric  Ober. 

11.  (By  petition)  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  oiling 
Reserved  street. 

12.  (By  petition)  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  necessary  sum  of  money  to  install  one 
electric  street  light  on  Reserved  street,  south  of  Donat  Bon- 
enfant's  home. 

13.  (By  petition)  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  the 
gift  of  certain  land  or  lands,  to  be  used  as  Town  Forests 
Land,  subject  to  the  condition  that  local  4  H  Clubs  or  simi- 
lar organizations  under  competent  supervision,  be  allowed 
to  practice  Forestry  thereon  for  educational  purposes. 

14.  (By  petition)  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize 
and  instruct  the  selectmen  to  strike  out  in  the  account  of 
the  assets  of  the  town  the  following  uncollectible  items :

15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  adopt  the  following  by-laws, 
or  any  of  them,  relative  to  the  observance  of  Sunday,  com- 
monly called  the  Lord's  Day,  made  by  the  selectmen  in 
conformity  with  Chapter  155,  Laws  of  1931,  and  here- 
with submitted  for  adoption : 

1.  It  shall  be  lawful  to  engage  in  play  or  in  any  sport 
or  game  involving  physical  skill  on  the  Lord's  Day  in  the 
Town  of  Allensitown  but  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  engage 
in  public  dancing,  horse  racing,  boxing,  prize  fighting, 
wrestling,  pool,  billiards  or  bowling  and  no  sport  or  game 
in  conrfection  with  which  an  admission  is  charged  or  at 
which  a  donation  is  made  or  accepted  shall  be  carried 
on  before  one  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  The  selectmen 
may  restrict  the  manner  and  areas  upon  which  such  pub- 
lic sports  or  games  shall  be  conducted. 

2.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  motion  pictures,  lectures,  con- 
certs and  theatrical  or  vaudeville  performances  to  be  held 
on  the  Lord's  Day  in  the  town  of  Allenstown  but  not  be- 
fore six  o'clock  in  the  anternoon,  and  such  entertainment 
may  be  regulated  by  licensing  or  othenvise  as  the  select- 
men may  deem  best. 

3.  It  shall  be  lawful  to  conduct  such  retail  business 
as  is  not  already  permissible  under  Public  Laws,  Chapter 
385,  section  5,  on  the  Lord's  Day  in  the  town  of  Allens- 
town, but  only  of  such  merchandise  and  commodities  as 
shall  be  designated  by  the  selectmen  and  under  such  regu- 
lations as  may  be  made  by  the  selectmen. 

4.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of 
these  by-laws,  or  any  rule  or  regulation  made  by  the  se- 
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lectmen  pursuant  thereto,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  liable  to 
a  penalty  of  not  more  than  ten  dollars. 

16.  To  hear  the  reports  of  auditors,  agents,  committees, 
or  officers  heretofore  chosen  and  pass  any  vote  relating 
thereto. 

17.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  said  meeting.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens: 

I  herewith  submit  my  nineteenth  annual  report  of  the 
schools  of  Allenstown,  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1931. 

There  were  maintained  during  the  year,  four  schools  for 
a  school-year  of  37  weeks,  with  no  change  in  the  teaching 
force. 

The  school  enrollment  was  101,  with  a  daily  average  at- 
tendance of  96.83  per  cent. 

The  schools  were  in  session  on  an  average  of  360  half- 
days. 

Of  the  four  teachers  employed,  all  are  graduates  of  a 
normal  school. 

Health 

Hygiene,  sanitation  and  physiology  are  taught  in  all  our 
schools  with  emphasis  placed  upon  pure  foods,  pure  water, 
need  of  ventilation,  and  the  evil  effects  of  alcohol,  nicotine, 
and  narcotics. 

Health  inspection  of  the  school  children  by  our  school 
nurse  covers  all  contagious  and  infectious  diseases,  and 
most  of  the  bodily  defects,  seeking  to  equip  our  pupils  with 
good  physical  development  and  vigorous  health.  The  school 
nurse,  Miss  Douillette,  by  her  fidelity  and  industry,  has  suc- 
ceeded in  having  many  defects  remedied  and  has  had  the 
hearty  co-operation  of  parents,  physicians  and  surgeons. 

Child  Training 

The  principal  training-ground  for  the  child's  mind  is  the 
home  and  the  school.  History,  pointing  out  that  our  pres- 
ent civilization  has  developed  as  a  result  of  conflict  and 
strife,  shows  that  the  problems  and  difficulties  overcome  by 
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the  child  at  home  and  at  school  determine  his  behavour, 
ambitions,  and  in  fact  the  whole  course  of  his  existence. 

As  in  childhood  the  teeth  and  gums  need  hard  food  to 
chew  and  the  muscles  need  resistance  to  work  against,  so 
the  child's  mind  needs  worthy  problems  and  difficulties  to 
contend  with  and  conquer  both  for  his  present  happiness  and 
future  welfare. 

Parent  and  teacher  should  realize  that  it  is  the  duty  of 
the  child  to  do  the  work,  and  their  duty  to  direct  how  the 
work  is  to  be  done  without  waste  of  time  and  energy.  The 
early  New  England  home  in  which  each  member  of  the 
family  had  its  daily  tasks  to  perform,  is  a  valuable  lesson 
for  modern  parents  to  learn  and  to  heed. 

The  advice  of  a  few  educators, — (only  a  few),  to  assign 
only  agreeable  work  to  the  child,  is  unwise  and  fallacious. 
The  greatest  happiness  and  success  in  life  comes  from  the 
accomplishment  of  worthy  deeds ;  as  one  noted  educator 
said  "in  getting  the  thing  done."  Unless  the  individual, 
through  his  own  thought-process,  gains  knowledge,  can  he 
hope  that  his  knowledge  will  serve  him  in  his  time  of  need  ? 

School  Conditions 

The  work  in  our  schools  is  being  well  done.  The  teach- 
ers are  industrious,  and  are  carrying  out  the  state  program 
of  study  with  a  well-planned  daily  time-table,  and  are 
supervising  the  conduct  of  the  pupils  on  the  play-grounds. 

The  few  disciplinary  troubles,  chiefly  caused  by  the  lack 
of  home  training  and  parental  government,  make  the  duty 
of  the  teacher  more  difficult,  the  school  life  of  the  pupil  less 
pleasant  and  his  work  less  efficient. 

The  work  in  music,  domestic  science  and  manual  train- 
ing was  conducted  successfully. 

The  school  board  is  deeply  interested  in  the  welfare  of 
the  pupils  and  is  furnishing  every  means  in  its  power  for 
good  schools.     It  is  actively  co-operating  with  the  teachers 
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and  superintendent  that  the  pupil  may  have  such  an  educa- 
tion as  will  prepare  him  for  complete  living. 

Parents  and  citizens  are  invited  to  visit  the  schools  fre- 
quently and  parents  are  asked  to  examine  carefully  the  re- 
port cards  sent  to  them  for  their  signatures.  These  cards 
are  to  inform  the  parents  of  the  work  done  by  the  pupil, 
and  of  his  conduct ;  teachers  will  gladly  explain  any  report 
not  understood. 

In  conclusion  I  express  my  appreciation  for  the  co-opera- 
tion and  assistance  given  to  me  by  the  teachers,  the  school 
board  and  the  citizens.

Dear  Sir  : 

In  submitting  the  annual  report  of  the  Domestic  Science 
classes,  I  will  give  a  sumniar)-  of  the  work  accomplished  in 
both  sewing  and  cooking. 

In  the  cooking  classes  the  pupils  have  been  taught : 

To  economize  both  in  the  buying  and  in  the  use  of  left- 
overs. 

To  know  how  to  set  a  table  correctly  and  how  to  serve 
properly  any  meal. 

To  take  care  of  cooking  utensils  and  kitchen  equipment. 

To  correlate  school  activities  with  home  life. 

Our  projects  were  based  upon  the  proper  dishes  to  serve 
for  breakfast,  dinner  and  s.:pper  or  lunch. 

In  sewing  the   following  principles  have  been  taught : 

To  be  able  to  use  the  simpler  stitches  in  the  making  of 
simple  articles. 

To  master  the  easier  processes  in  the  care  and  usage  of 
the  sewing  machine. 

To  mend  torn  clothing  and  make  over  worn  garments  in 
order  to  get  more  service  from  them. 

To  be  able  to  understand  directions  on  commercial  pat- 
terns and  to  do  some  of  the  easier  cutting  out  of  articles 
made. 

Our  projects  have  been  cooking  aprons,  dish  towels, 
holders,  plain  and  fancy  towels,  pillow  cases,  remodelled 
clothing,  dresses,  patchwork,  underwear  and  tablerunners. 

Througli(n:t  the  year  we  have  had  the  hearty  co-opera- 
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tion  of  parents,  school  board,  superintendent,  and  citizens 
in  carrying  on  this  work.  To  them  I  extend  my  sincere 
thanks.

Another  additional  entertainment  was  furnished  on 
Memorial  Day  by  the  boys  and  girls  in  Mrs.  Bailey's  class 
who  presented  an  operetta. 

Mrs.  Wattles'  class  furnished  the  music  for  graduation. 

Another  year's  work  has  ended,  made  pleasant  by  the  co- 
operation of  townspeople,  school  board,  teachers  and 
superintendent.
